Notice of an interest rate cut
on Cal-Vet loans will be mailed
Aug. 1 after all state proce-
dures are completed.

Sara R. Bridges, Torrance
Veterans service officer, ex-
plained yesterday that the
California Veterans Board had
recommended a réduction of
one quarter of one per cent in
Cal-Vet loan rates. The reduc-
tion must be approved by the
Veterans Finance Committee.

Approval by the committee
would lower Cal-Vet interest
rates to 3% per cent.

Cuts would become effective
90 days after notices are mail-
ed. This means the new rates
would be in effect Nov. 1 if the
current mailing date is ad-
herred to.

The new rates would not re-
duce monthly payments, but
reduce the term of the con-
tract.
